If  the  1930s  was  the  Swing  Eta,  then  the 
yeats  from  1937  on  might  well  he  called 
the  Jump  Eta.  That  summet  Count  Basie 
recotded  "Jumping  at  the  Woodside,"  and 
suddenly  jump  tunes  seemed  to  be  every- 
whete.  Along  with  the  bouncy  beat  came 
a  new  dance  step — the  high-flying  aerials 
of  the  jitterbuggers — and  the  basketball 
games  that  took  place  in  the  dance  halls 
of  African  America  became  faster,  higher, 
and  flashier.  Duke  Ellington  and  a  cast  of 
hundreds  put  the  buoyant  spirit  of  the  era 
on  stage  with  their  1941  musical  revue, 
Jump  for  )oy,  a  title  that  captured  the 
momentum  and  direction  of  the  new  cul- 
ture of  exuberance. 

Several  high-profile  public  victories 
accompanied  this  increasing  optimism: 
the  spectacular  successes  of  African 
American  athletes  at  the  1936  Olympics, 
the  1937  union  victory  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Sleeping  Car  Porters,  and  Joe  Louis's 
1937  and  1938  heavyweight  championship 
fights.  For  the  first  time  in  history,  black 
Americans  emerged  as  cultural  heroes  and 
ambassadors,  and  many  felt  a  new  pride  in 
citizenship. 

In  this  book,  Gena  Caponi-Tabery 
chronicles  these  triumphs  and  shows  how 
they  shaped  American  music,  sports,  and 
dance  of  the  1930s  and  beyond.  But  she 
also  shows  how  they  emboldened  ordinary 
African  Americans  to  push  for  greater  rec- 
ognition and  civil  liberties — how  cultural 
change  preceded  and  catalyzed  political 
action.

As  chief  of  counterintelligence  for  the 
Central  Intelligence  Agency  from  the 
early  1950s  to  the  early  1970s,  James  Jesus 
Angleton  built  a  formidable  reputation. 
Although  perhaps  best  known  for  leading 
the  agency's  notorious  "Molehunt" — the 
search  for  a  Soviet  spy  believed  to  have 
infiltrated  the  upper  levels  of  the  Ameri- 
can government — Angleton  also  played 
a  key  role  in  the  U.S.  intervention  in  the 
Italian  election  of  1948,  in  Israel's  devel- 
opment of  nuclear  weapons,  and  in  the 
management  of  the  CIA's  investigation 
of  the  assassination  of  John  F.  Kennedy. 
He  later  led  CIA  efforts  to  contain  the 
Vietnam-era  antiwar  movement,  includ- 
ing the  campaign  to  destroy  the  liberal 
Catholic  magazine  Ramparts. 

In  this  deeply  researched  biography, 
Michael  Holzman  uses  Angleton's  story  to 
illuminate  the  history  of  the  CIA  from  its 
founding  in  the  late  1940s  to  the  mid- 
1970s.  Like  many  of  his  colleagues  in  the 
CIA,  James  Angleton  learned  the  craft  of 
espionage  during  World  War  II  as  an  offi- 
cer in  the  Office  of  Strategic  Services 
(OSS),  where  he  became  a  friend  and 
protege  of  the  British  double  agent  Kim 
Philby.  Yet  Angleton's  approach  to  coun- 
terintelligence was  also  influenced  by  his 
unusual  Mexican  American  family  back- 
ground and  his  years  at  Yale  as  a  student 
of  the  New  Critics  and  publisher  of  mod- 
ernist poets.  His  marriage  to  Cicely 
d'Autremont  and  the  couple's  friendship 
with  E.  E.  and  Marion  Cummings  became 
part  of  a  network  of  cultural  connections 
that  linked  the  U.S.  secret  intelligence 
services  and  American  writers  and  artists 
during  the  postwar  period. 


Drawing  on  a  broad  range  of  sources, 
including  previously  unexamined  archival 
documents,  personal  letters,  and  inter- 
views, Holzman  looks  beneath  the  surface 
of  Angleton's  career  to  reveal  the  sensibil- 
ity that  governed  not  only  his  personal 
aims  and  ambitions  but  those  of  the  orga- 
nization he  served  and  helped  shape.

The  Life  and  Photography  of 
F.  Holland  Day 
Patricia  J.  Fanning 


A  cultural  biography  of  a  noted 
photographer  and  publisher 


Based  in  the  Boston  area,  F.  Holland  Day 
(1864-1933)  was  a  central  figure  in  artis- 
tic circles  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 
Publisher  of  Oscar  Wilde  and  Stephen 
Crane,  mentor  to  a  young  Kahlil  Gibran, 
adviser  and  friend  to  photographers  Alvin 
Langdon  Coburn  and  Edward  Steichen, 
Day  lived  a  life  devoted  to  art  and  beauty. 
At  the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century,  his 
reputation  rivaled  that  of  Alfred  Stieglitz. 

A  pioneer  in  the  field  of  pictorial  pho- 
tography, Day  was  also  an  influential  book 
publisher  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  tradition. 
He  cofounded  the  publishing  company 
of  Copeland  and  Day,  which  issued  more 
than  a  hundred  titles  between  1893  and 
1899.  In  addition,  he  embraced  a  unique 
sense  of  social  responsibility  and  a  com- 
mitment to  historic  preservation. 

Colorful  and  sometimes  eccentric,  Day 
was  best  known  for  his  stunningly  origi- 
nal, brilliantly  executed,  and  sometimes 
controversial  photographic  images  of 
blacks,  children,  and  allegorical  subjects. 
His  determination  to  promote  photogra- 
phy as  a  fine  art  led  him  to  create  photo- 
graphic representations  of  the  crucifixion 
of  Christ,  studies  for  which  he  was  his 
own  model. 

Although  he  continued  to  mentor 
young  artists  until  his  death,  ill  health 
caused  Day  to  spend  the  last  fourteen  years 
of  his  life  inside  his  home  in  Norwood, 
Massachusetts.  By  the  time  he  died  in 
1933,  he  was  virtually  unknown,  but  in 
recent  years  there  has  been  a  resurgence 
of  interest  in  his  art. 


Responding  to  this  renewed  interest, 
Patricia  Fanning  has  written  an  impres- 
sive biography — one  that  draws  on  previ- 
ously unavailable  archival  material  and 
is  attuned  to  the  historical  and  cultural 
contexts  in  which  Day  lived  and  worked. 
The  book  is  illustrated  with  more  than  a 
hundred  photographs,  including  32  duo- 
tone  illustrations  of  the  artist's  work.

Masson  v.  New  Yorker  and  the 
First  Amendment 
Kathy  Roberts  Forde 

A  probing  analysis  of  the  meaning 
and  implications  of  a  celebrated 
libel  case 

In  November  1984,  Jeffrey  Masson  filed  a 
libel  suit  against  writer  Janet  Malcolm  and 
the  New  Yorker,  claiming  that  Malcolm 
had  intentionally  misquoted  him  in  a  pro- 
hie  she  wrote  for  the  magazine  about  his 
former  career  as  a  Freud  scholar  and 
administrator  of  the  Freud  archives.  Over 
the  next  twelve  years  the  case  moved  up 
and  down  the  federal  judicial  ladder,  at 
one  point  reaching  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court,  as  lawyers  and  judges  wrestled  with 
questions  about  the  representation  of 
"truth"  in  journalism  and,  by  extension, 
the  limits  of  First  Amendment  protections 
of  free  speech.  Had  a  successful  Freudian 
scholar  actually  called  himself  an  "intel- 
lectual gigolo"  and  "the  greatest  analyst 
who  ever  lived"  ?  Or  had  a  respected  writer 
for  the  New  Yorker  knowingly  placed  false, 
self-damning  words  in  her  subject's  mouth? 

In  Literary  Journalism  on  Trial,  Kathy 
Roberts  Forde  explores  the  implications 
of  Masson  v.  New  Yorker  in  the  context  of 
the  history  of  American  journalism.  She 
shows  how  the  case  represents  a  water- 
shed moment  in  a  long  debate  between 
the  advocates  of  traditional  and  literary 
journalism  and  explains  how  it  reflects 
a  significant  intellectual  project  of  the 
period:  the  postmodern  critique  of  objec- 
tivity, with  its  insistence  on  the  instabil- 
ity of  language  and  rejection  of  unitary 
truth  in  human  affairs.  The  case,  Forde 
argues,  helped  widen  the  perceived  divide 
between  ideas  of  literary  and  traditional 
journalism  and  forced  the  resolution  of 


these  conflicting  conceptions  of  truth  in 
the  constitutional  arena  of  libel  law. 

By  embracing  traditional  journalism's 
emphasis  on  fact  and  objectivity  and 
rejecting  a  broader  understanding  of 
truth,  the  Supreme  Court  turned  away 
from  the  First  Amendment  theory  articu- 
lated in  previous  rulings,  opting  to  value 
less  the  free,  uninhibited  interchange  of 
ideas  necessary  to  democracy  and  more 
the  "trustworthiness"  of  public  expression. 
The  Court's  decision  in  this  case  thus 
had  implications  that  reached  beyond 
the  legal  realm  to  the  values  and  norms 
expressed  in  the  triangular  relationship 
between  American  democracy,  First 
Amendment  principles,  and  the  press.

Jews  have  lived  in  small-town  New  En- 
gland since  the  colonial  era,  but  during 
the  last  hundred  years  they  have  been 
especially  active  contributors  to  the 
region's  cultural  life.  Part  oral  history, 
part  ethnography,  and  part  literary  por- 
trait, How;  Strange  It  Seems  tells  the  story 
of  this  often  overlooked  group,  tracing  its 
patterns  of  settlement,  economic  activity, 
civic  involvement,  and  religious  life  since 
the  late  1800s.  Based  on  more  than  fifty 
interviews  with  men  and  women  of  all 
ages  from  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts,  and  Connecticut,  it 
seeks  to  understand  what  is  distinctive — 
and  not  so  distinctive — about  contempo- 
rary Jewish  communities  outside  the  larger 
urban  centers  of  the  Northeast. 

Michael  Hoberman  weaves  the  per- 
sonal stories  of  these  individuals  and  fam- 
ilies into  a  collective  narrative  that  offers 
as  much  folklore  as  history  and  is  equal 
parts  Jewish  and  Yankee.  He  introduces  us 
to  Hiram  Adelman,  a  Russian  immigrant 
peddler  and  potato  farmer  who  settled  in 
m  m  i  riernm<  isl  Maine  because  its  climate 
was  comparable  to  his  native  Siberia, 
and  to  Shmuel  Simenowitz,  an  urban 
transplant  who  produces  kosher  maple 
syrup  in  southern  Vermont.  We  also  meet 
Suzie  Laskin,  who  moved  to  the  White 
Mountains  region  of  New  Hampshire  in 
the  1900s  and  soon  established  a  local 
havurah,  and  Bob  August  of  Whately, 
Massachusetts,  who  once  ran  what  may 
have  been  the  world's  only  Christmas  tree 
farm  owned  by  a  Jewish  family.  Each  sec- 
tion of  the  book  explores  how  small-town 
New  England  Jews  have  both  departed 


from  and  mimicked  the  broader  patterns 
of  Jewish  American  experience,  while 
also  illustrating  how  they  have  acclimated 
themselves  to  local  practices  without 
relinquishing  a  strong  sense  of  Jewish 
identity. 

Accompanying  the  text  are  photo- 
graphs by  Janice  Sorensen  that  include 
portraits  of  many  of  the  interviewees  and 
lively  glimpses  of  the  region's  present-Jay 
Jewish  revival.

From  Famine  Ireland  to  Immigrant

How  tenant  farmers  evicted  from 
Ireland  made  a  new  life  in  the 
United  States 

In  1847,  in  the  third  year  of  Ireland's 
Great  Famine  and  the  thirteenth  year  of 
their  rent  strike  against  the  Crown,  hun- 
dreds of  tenant  farmers  in  Ballykilcline, 
County  Roscommon,  were  evicted  by 
the  Queen's  agents  and  shipped  to  New 
York.  Mary  Lee  Dunn  tells  their  story  in 
this  meticulously  researched  book.  Using 
numerous  Irish  and  U.S.  sources  and  with 
descendants'  help,  she  traces  dozens  of  the 
evictees  to  Rutland,  Vermont,  as  railroads 
and  marble  quarries  transformed  the  local 
economy.  She  follows  the  immigrants  up 
to  1870  and  learns  not  only  what  hap- 
pened to  them  but  also  what  light  Ameri- 
can experience  and  records  cast  on  their 
Irish  "rebellion." 

Dunn  begins  with  Ireland's  pre-Famine 
social  and  political  landscape  as  context 
for  the  Ballykilcline  strike.  The  tenants 
had  rented  earlier  from  the  Mahons  of 
Strokestown,  whose  former  property  now 
houses  Ireland's  Famine  Museum.  In  1847, 
landlord  Denis  Mahon  evicted  and  sent 
nearly  a  thousand  tenants  to  Quebec, 
where  half  died  before  or  just  after  reach- 
ing the  Grosse  He  quarantine  station. 
Mahon  was  gunned  down  months  later. 
His  murder  provoked  an  international 
controversy  involving  the  Vatican.  An 
early  suspect  in  the  case  was  a  man  from 
Ballykilcline. 

In  the  United  States,  many  of  the 
immigrants  resettled  in  clusters  in  several 
locations,  including  Vermont,  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Maryland,  and  New  York.  In 
Vermont  they  found  jobs  in  the  marble 
quarries,  but  some  of  them  lost  their 


homes  again  in  quarry  labor  actions  after 
1859.  Others  prospered  in  their  new  lives. 
A  number  of  Ballykilcline  families  who 
stopped  in  Rutland  later  moved  west; 
one  had  a  son  kidnapped  by  Indians  in 
Minnesota. 

Readers  who  have  Irish  Famine  roots 
will  gain  a  sense  of  their  own  "back  story" 
from  this  account  of  Ireland  and  the 
native  Irish,  and  scholars  in  the  field  of 
immigration  studies  will  find  it  particu- 
larly useful.

tices, and  describes  each  individual  in 
terms  of  genealogy,  religious  practice,  way 
of  life,  and  place  of  residence.  In  addition 
to  drawing  on  his  own  firsthand  knowl- 
edge of  the  community  and  transcriptions 
of  oral  testimony  he  and  others  collected, 
Mayhew  inserts  translations  of  Wampa- 
noag texts  that  have  since  been  lost. 

Although  the  book  has  been  out  of 
print  since  the  early  nineteenth  century, 
scholars  have  long  recognized  its  impor- 
tance for  understanding  the  history  of 
New  England's  Native  communities.  In 
an  extensive  introduction  to  this  new 
scholarly  edition,  Laura  Arnold  Leibman 
places  Indian  Converts  in  a  broader  cul- 
tural context  and  explores  its  significance. 
She  shows  how  Mayhew's  biographies 
illuminate  the  theological  upheavals  that 
rocked  early  eighteenth-century  New  En- 
gland on  the  eve  of  the  Great  Awakening,

How  tourism  first  emerged  as  a 
cultural  activity  in  early  nineteenth- 
century  America 

Today  the  idea  of  traveling  within  the 
United  States  for  leisure  purposes  is  so 
commonplace  it  is  hard  to  imagine  a 
time  when  tourism  was  not  a  staple  of  our 
cultural  life.  Yet  as  Richard  H.  Gassan 
persuasively  demonstrates,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  nineteenth  century  travel  for 
leisure  was  strictly  an  aristocratic  luxury 
beyond  the  means  of  ordinary  Americans. 
It  wasn't  until  the  second  decade  of  the 
century  that  the  first  middle-class  tourists 
began  to  follow  the  lead  of  the  well-to-do, 
making  trips  up  the  Hudson  River  valley 
north  of  New  York  City,  and  in  a  few 
cases  beyond.  At  first  just  a  trickle,  by 
1830  the  tide  of  tourism  had  become  a 
flood,  a  cultural  change  that  signaled  a 
profound  societal  shift  as  the  United 
States  stepped  onto  the  road  that  would 
eventually  lead  to  a  modern  consumer 
society. 

According  to  Gassan,  the  origins 
of  American  tourism  in  the  Hudson 
Valley  can  be  traced  to  a  confluence 
of  historical  accidents,  including 
the  proximity  of  the  region  to  the 
most  rapidly  growing  financial  and 
population  center  in  the  country, 
with  its  expanding  middle  class,  and 
the  remarkable  beauty  of  the  valley 
itself.  But  other  developments  also 
played  a  role,  from  the  proliferation 
of  hotels  to  accommodate  tourists, 
to  the  construction  of  an  efficient 
transportation  network  to  get  them  to 
their  destinations,  to  the  creation  of  a 
set  of  cultural  attractions  that  invested 


their  experience  with  meaning.  In  the 
works  of  Washington  Irving  and  James 
Fenimore  Cooper  and  the  paintings  of 
Thomas  Cole  and  others  of  the  Hudson 
River  School,  travelers  in  the  region 
encountered  the  nation's  first  literary 
and  artistic  movements.  Tourism  thus 
did  more  than  provide  an  escape  from 
the  routines  of  everyday  urban  life; 
it  also  helped  Americans  of  the  early 
republic  shape  a  sense  of  national 
identity.

Almanacs  and  Health  Advice  in 
Early  America 
Thomas  A.  Horrocks 


Explores  the  role  of  almanacs  in 
early  American  culture 


In  this  innovative  study  of  the  relation- 
ship between  popular  print  and  popular 
attitudes  toward  the  body,  health,  and  dis- 
ease in  antebellum  America,  Thomas  A. 
Horrocks  focuses  our  attention  on  a  pub- 
lication long  neglected  by  scholars — the 
almanac.  Approaching  his  subject  as  both 
a  historian  of  the  book  and  a  historian 
of  medicine,  Horrocks  contends  that  the 
almanac,  the  most  popular  secular  pub- 
lication in  America  from  the  late  eigh- 
teenth century  to  the  first  quarter  of  the 
nineteenth,  both  shaped  and  was  shaped 
by  early  Americans'  beliefs  and  practices 
pertaining  to  health  and  medicine. 

Analyzing  the  astrological,  therapeutic, 
and  regimen  advice  offered  in  American 
almanacs  over  two  centuries,  and  com- 
paring it  with  similar  advice  offered  in 
other  genres  of  popular  print  of  the 
period,  Horrocks  effectively  demonstrates 
that  the  almanac  was  a  leading  source 
of  health  information  in  America  prior 
to  the  Civil  War.  He  contends  that  the 
almanac  was  an  integral  component  of  a 
complicated,  fragmented,  semi-vernacular 
health  literature  of  the  period,  and  that 
the  genre  played  a  leading  role  in  dissemi- 
nating astrological  health  advice  as  well 
as  shaping  contemporary  and  future  per- 
ceptions of  astrology. 

In  terms  of  therapeutic  and  regimen 
advice,  Horrocks  asserts  that  the  almanac 
performed  a  complementary  role,  confirm- 
ing and  reinforcing  traditional  beliefs  and 
practices.  By  analyzing  the  almanac  as 
a  cultural  artifact  that  represents  a  time, 
a  place,  and  a  certain  set  of  assumptions 
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and  beliefs,  he  demonstrates  that  the 
genre  can  provide  a  lens  through  which 
scholars  may  examine  early  American 
attitudes  and  practices  concerning  their 
health  in  particular  and  American  popu- 
lar culture  in  general.

As  the  Boston  area  grew  and  prospered, 
its  sewage  problems  worsened,  as  did  the 
harbor's  health,  to  the  point  where  in  the 
1980s  it  was  considered  the  most  polluted 
harbor  in  the  country  and  ridiculed  as 
the  "harbor  of  shame."  Then,  in  one  of 
the  most  impressive  environmental  come- 
backs in  American  history,  Boston  Harbor 
was  dramatically  cleaned  up.  All  it  took 
was  two  lawsuits,  two  courts,  dozens  of 
lawyers,  the  creation  of  a  powerful  sewage 
authority,  thousands  of  workers,  millions 
of  labor  hours,  and  billions  of  dollars. 

Sewage  management  is  rarely  as  com- 
pelling and  exciting  as  higher  profile  envi- 
ronmental issues  such  as  global  climate 
change,  preserving  endangered  species,  or 
protecting  tropical  rainforests.  But  it  can 
be,  as  Eric  Jay  Dolin  shows  in  this  engag- 
ing narrative  account.
